THE  AMENDMENTS,  adopted 
by  a 13-3  vote  of  Legislative 
Copncil  Nov.  30,  change  Legis- 
lative Council  to  a Senate,  with 
representatives  elected  only 
from  the  studentbody  as  a whole, 
classes,  and  Associated  Men  and 
Women  Students.  There  would 
be  no  appointed  members  as 
at  present. 

The  opposition,  with  Inter- 
Organizational  Council  division- 
al presidents  as  its  nucleus,  did 
not  mention  its  original  point  of 
contention,  that  IOC  was  not 
given  a representative.  When 
asked  about  it,  Steve  Barrett, 
IOC  vice  president,  said  there 
was  no  official  IOC  stand  but 
that  most  of  the  division  leaders 
were  still  in  favor  of  an  IOC 
senator. 

THE  “OPPOSITION”  claimed 
the  amendments  are  unconstitu- 
tional because  they  were  not 
proposed  by  the  required  two- 
thirds  of  Legislative  Council. 
There  are  38  council  members 
according  to  the  constitution;  13 
voted  in  favor  of  the  amend- 
ments. 

Tingey  asserted  that  the  two- 
thirds  clause  could  be  as  accu- 
rately interpreted  as  two-thirds 
of  the  members  qualified  to 
vote,  or  20  members. 

One  speaker  for  the  affirma- 
tive pointed  out  that  the  ques- 
tion of  constitutionality  was 
raised  to  Legislative  Council 
when  the  amendments  were 
passed  and  no  action  was  sug- 
gested. Since  there  is  no  judicial 
system,  he  said,  Legislative 
Council  is  probably  best  quali- 
I fied  to  interpret  the  constitution.

Vote  “Yes”  for  Amendments 


When  Brigham  Young  University  students 
register  for  winter  quarter  classes,  they  will  be 
given  the  opportunity  to  vote  for  or  against 
several  amendments,  to  the  studentbody  con- 
stitution. 

Those  amendments  affect  the  membershir 
of  the  Legislative  Council-*— a matter  of  con- 
tention in  that  organization  for  several  years. 
Some  students  admit  that  the  changes  are  “a 
step  in  the  right  direction”  but  still  oppose 
them  on  various  minor  grounds. 

They  say  that  the  proposals  were  ‘‘rail- 
roaded through”  Legislative  Council — a cry 
that  invariably  arises  from  apathetic  groups 
which  suddenly  awake  to  find  that  the  world 
about  them  will  change  unless  they  can  seek 
and  find  technicalities  upon  which  a campaign 
of  contention  can  be  based. 


These  dissidents  should  realize  that  they  are 
not  the  first  to  spot  the  incongruities  in  that 
incoherent  document — the  Constitution  of  the 
Associated  Students  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity. 

It  was  with  the  idea  in  mind  of  creating  a 
legislative  body  which  can  function  efficiently 
that  the  proposed  amendments  were  put  before 
the  studentbody  by  the  Legislative  Council. 

That  the  present  legislative  body  of  the  stu- 
dents does  not  function  efficiently  is  a recog- 
nized fact.  Several  ex-officio  members  of  that 
group  have  often  complained  that  their  pri-  i 
mary  duties  are  not  with  Legislative  Council 


and  therefore  their  interest  in  student  legisla- 
tion is  little  more  than  nil. 

At  least  one  ex-officio  member  has  stated 
that  he  would  like  to  run  for  a Senate  position, 
but  thinks  his  present  status  in  that  body  is  a 
contradiction  to  representative  government. 

On  several  occasions  the  business  of  Legisla- 
tive Council  could  not  be  handled  because  of 
the  lack  of  a quorum.  However,  this  is  a logical 
result  of  the  present  system — since  ex-officio 
members  have  little  or  no  responsibility  for 
their  legislative  duties,  and  often  have  a de- 
cided distaste  for  those  duties,  they  are  negli- 
gent both  in  attending  the  meetings  and  in  ac- 
tively participating  in  the  legislative  process. 

Attendant  with  that  negligence  is  a lethar- 
gic condition  in  both  the  studentbody  and  the 
remainder  of  the  Legislative  Council.  That  con- 
dition is  the  mortal  disease  of  good  govern- 
ment, and  good  government  cannot  be  attained 
at  this  university  until  the  lawmaking  process 
is  improved. 

By  voting  “yes”  on  the  proposed  constitu- 
tional amendments  during  registration,  the 
student  will  aid  in  bringing  a healthy  political 
climate  to  this  university — a climate  conducive 
to  presentation,  debate,  consideration,  and  re- 
ferral to  the  studentbody  of  an  entire  new 
constitution;  a constitution  which  at  this  time 
is  destructive  to  its  own  purpose — to  give  the 
students  a basis  for  their  lav/.  There  can  be  no 
law  without  efficient  agencies  for  interpre- 
tation, enforcement  and  enactment.
